elliptical in form, indicating tfc:u its 
orbit is Aery large, and which sub 
stamtiates the statements of scient- 
ists that it has never been seen be- 
fore and in all probability never win 
be again aifter this. 
The comet will be visible again

Xew Waverly Hotel and bathhouse 
in this city were destroyed by fire 
early Sunday morning. 


Although there were many thrill- 


ing escapes from death 1n> thg flames 
a careful checking of the

shows that every one of

guests escaped uninjured. . 


The fire started at 2 o'clock and 


spread rapidly. The building was a 
frame structure and the blaze made 
easy headway. All the guests were 
arcus^d by the night clerk. 
Xone of 


the guests escaped 
with 
baggage, 


however, and stores -were opened on 
Sunday morning in order that they 
might obtain clothing. 
Property loss about $100,000.

All three of these systems are built 
upon the Congregational platform, 
which recognizes as Scriptural the In- 
dependence of each congregation as to 
its own creed in all matters of faith 
and Church order. These bodies of 
Christians, therefore, could not Join 
the Federation as denominations. The 
only method by which they could give 


doning their principle* of 
for which they have so long contended. 
»r else by remaining quiescent while 
their ministers through Councils and 
Conference* essay to act for them. 
And here it should be noted that tbe 
membership of these large Christian 
bodies have more and more during the 
past thirty-five years shown their will- 
ingness to hare their ministers regu- 
late their affairs, even though contrary 
to their avowed principles of Church' 
<!ovpruiuent. 
I 


But it is from the standpoint of doc-' 


1 din's r:»:!ier than Church government 
tli:it we shall examine our subject. As 
we progress we shall find that some of, 
the doctrines once considered all-im- 
portant can in the light of our day be 
laid aside as obsolete—as hindrances' 
in every sense of the word. Caution. 1 
however, would suggest that for every- 
thing discarded as unscriptural the 
truthful substitute should be found—: 
otherwise our progress would be to-' 
ir«rd the destruction, not only of the 
bad of our creeds of the past, but also 
of their good features. 


Doctrinal Surrender of Baptists. 
Baptists will find little to dispute 


with their co-religionists of the Fed- I 


their chief difficulty will be in tbe mat- \ 
ter of what constitutes Christian bap-1 
tism—the necessity of water immer- | 
sion to admission to Church member- i 
ship. For years this doctrine has been 
even more tenaciously held than is 
generally realized. Onr Baptist breth- , 
ren hold to justification by faith as a • 
first or preliminary step which tbe shi- 
ner must take. But they equally hold 
that tttis is not tbe final step—that tbe 
step of sacrifice, the step of regenera- 
tion much follow in order to salvation. 
And a baptism in water they recognize 
as an indispensable outward indication 
of this regeneration. Hence it is stand- 
ard Baptist doctrine, both North and 
South in all Baptist Churches with 
rare exceptions, that no vnimmersed 
person should be esteemed a member of 
Christ't Church. 
| 


In a word, faith and reformation are 


steps of justification, but water immer- , 
sion is tbe door into Christ Only those 
who pass through this door are mem- 
bers of the Church of Christ from this 
viewpoint; hence, consistently, none 
others are invited to partake of the 
Eucharist—the Lord's Supper. Tbe ar- 
gument is that this Supper, symboliz- 
ing death with Christ, was offered only 
to the consecrated and accepted mem- 
bers of Christ's Church. Hence to in- 
vite others than those immersed in 
water would be a violation of the let- 
ter and the spirit of the Divine Word 
aud a countenancing of false doctrine. 
The argument is that all of "the elect" 
will tie guided of the Lord, so that 
their hearts and heads will become 
amenable to these teachings. Obedi- 
ence thereto will be shown by submis- 
sion to water immersion—the door into 
the Church of Christ 


Like the rest of us. our Bantist 


friends have been in the past rlther 
illogical in all matters religious and 
doctrinal: so much so that many of 
them have never realized the full 
meaning of tbeir doctrine. The mean- 
ing was grasped in the long ago. but 
has generally been lost sight of within 
tbe last fifty years. It is this: Since 
water immersion is the evidence of 
obedience to Divine instruction and 
since all of "the elect" are not only in- 
structed of God but obedient to him, 
therefore those not baptized in water 
are not of God's elect—are not mem- 
bers in bis Chnrch. And this in turn, 
according to Baptist doctrine, implies 
that nil not immersed in water are 
outside of the Church—outside of the 
number of "the 
elect"'—outside of 


God's favor—outside of tbe salvation 
provided in Christ—and therefore in- 
side the damnation and eternal tor- 
ment which Baptist doctrines imply 
have been foreordained for the eternal 
torture of all the non-elect 


Do oiir Baptist friends who

•pectin* it will be greatly advantaged 
by a liberal pruning. 
But caution 


should be used. The Bible should be 
consulted. 
We offer the suggestion 


that too hasty a rejection of water 
Immersion would be a mistake—that 
tne proper course for our Baptist 
friends is to study the Scriptures 
afresh on this subject. 
What wonder- 


ful adranUgea are now at the com- 
mand of all Bible students! 
They 


hare marginal references by which 
one passage throws light upon another. 
They hare also concordances, glos- 
saries. Indexes, and all manner of helps 


I for Bible study. 
Our forefathers be- 
i 


are on their way to an 


Most assuredly 


this is merely because they 
1. like the rest of us. They 


are as illogical as their brethren of 
other denominations. They have out- 
grown at least this feature of the 
teachings of tbe "dark ages" handed 
down to them by well-meaning but 
less enlightened forefathers. 
! 


One glance at the matter will suffice '• 


to show our Baptist brethren that the ' 
very strongest features of their teach-. 


fnndnmenta! may be the doctrine of i 
baptism, some of tbeir conclusions re-]

illiterate. 
And even had they pos- 


sessed education the pen-written Bi- 
bles were expensive and obtainable 
»nly in the Latin language. Indeed it 
is within only the last few years that 
Bibles hare become cheap aud plenti- 
ful and tbe masses able to read them. 


What Must Adv*nti«to Concede? 
Tbe doctrine of the Second Advent 


of Christ is common to all denomina- 
tions. And the Adventist belief that 
at that time the earth will be bnrned 
up is also a feature of all the various 
creeds. Many Adventists have aban- 
doned the thought that the Savior's 
second appearing is at hand. And 
many more are abandoning the thought 
that when he appears Adventists alone 
will be saved and all tbe remainder of 
mankind will participate in the de- 
struction and burning which shall then 
engulf the earth. It should not be 
difficult for them to realize that there 
is no great necessity for controversy 
along the lines of the time of Christ's 
coming, since they acknowledge them- 
selves completely in tbe dark on that 
subject. Neither can we suppose that 
after thoughtful consideration they 
should feel justified in assuming that 
they alone are "tbe elect." Let us hope 
that with broadening sentiment they 
are more and more realizing that 
there are saints and sinners in their 
own number, as well as in all denomi- 
nations and as well as in tbe world: 
and that "tbe Lord knoweth them that 
are his" and will care for them, regard- 
less of denominational lines. But for 
that portion of Adventists which con- 
siders the keeping of tbe Seventh Day 
of the week tbe all-important part of 
Christianity we see no ground for Fed- 
eration, unless, indeed, they may choose 
to get about tbe difficulty by counting 
the calendar tbe other -way around the 
world. Thus they might bring their 
Seventh Day, into harmony with what 
others term the First Day. Or. by 
counting the calendar >n the opposite 
direction they may still keep their Sev- 
enth Day and realize that others are 
keeping the same day. though calling 
it the First Day. 


Disciple Doctrines to B* Voided. 


Undoubtedly 
Alexander Campbell 


was a good man with a great head. 
And undoubtedly many of a similar 
class following his lead are today 
known as Disciples or Christians. 
Undoubtedly these are following close- 
ly to apostolic customs in the matter 
of Church organization, 
which in 


many respects is beautiful in its sim- 
plicity? Doctrinally they claim most 
faithfully to stand by the Word of 
God alone. And one of their familiar 
declarations is. "When the Word of 
God speaketh we speak; when the 
Word of God is silent we are silent. 
But this beautiful simplicity of theory 
our Disciple friends have found diffi- 
cult to work out in practice. Hence 
we find them as strongly intrenched 
behind unwritten creeds as are others 
behind elaborated creeds. These are 
inculcated through the writings of 
their standard authorities—including 
the editors of their leading journals. 
"Disciples" 'hold most tenaciously as 
the Bible teaching that baptism in 
toater is indispensable to the remission 
of sins. This doctrine is supported by 
several 
Bible tests which declare, 


"Arise and be baptized and wash 
away thy sins;" "Baptism unto repent- 
ance and remission of sins." etc. 


Before pointing ont their misappli- 


cations of these tests let us note the 
facts that according to their theory 
ail others of mankind. Christians. Jews 
and heathen, who have not been im- 
mersed have not bad their sins washed 
away. Consequently such are yet in 
tbeir sins. Consequently such are lost. 
And lost according to tbe general un- 
derstanding of Disciples and other 
Christians signifies shut ont of heaven 
—shut out of Paradise—shut into bell 
and its eternal torment. 


Do onr Disciple friends 
art 
as 


though they believed this teaching? 
Do they spend all of their titne and 
energy and money in seeking to bring 
fellow-Christians into water baptism 
for the remission of sins and escape 
from eterrtVU torture? Assuredly they 
do not. 
Hence we are justified in 


supposing that like our Baptist friends 
they have not taken seriously and log- 
ically their own doctrines. 
Rather 


they have assented to them thought- 
lessly. It would appear to us, there- 
fore, that doctrinally our Disciple 
friends might easily be prevailed upon 
to abandon their peculiar tenet to the 
extent that it would not hinder them 
from losing their identity as advo- 
cates of "baptism for the remission 
of sins" and merging themselves or 
federating with others. 


T» Mrt* tnew <mt at tfcdr 


w* mnlni them that all the tktiptvrs 
they eg* IB MBport of inuwnlon for 
the fiiatMiiHi of *ina hflnag»J to tb* 
Jews, and BOM of it to Geatilc*. Tbe 
Jews we** exhorted by Jofcn the Bap- 
tist and others to re*ounc« sin, to 
return to harmony with MOM*' Law, 
and to •bowi^fci* change of character 
by water Immersion. But those Epbe- 
•lans who believed in Christ and 
whom ApoUos baptized for the remav 
•ton of sins did not receive the holy 
Spirit. 
St. Paul explained to them 


that tbeir baptism was an improper 
one—that they as Gentllea required 
an immersion into Christ (Act* xlx, 
1-7; Roman* vl. St. 


Baptist Uniwi N*t r*4arati»n. 


As a week ago we suggested to 


Presbyterians. CongregattoualiuU and 
Methodists a union of heart and head 
as better than federation, so now we 
suggest to the denominations whose 
doctrines we are conaldertng today. 
What we shall suggest respecting bap- 
tism will apply to all Christians. 


All Christians agree that Jesus and 


bis apostles taught baptism aud that 
there are but "one Lord, one faith and 
one baptism" (Epbesiana ir, 5). We can- 
not here elaborate, but merely suggest 
that nowhere in tbe Scriptures Is in- 
fant baptism commanded or urged. Tbe 
expression. "Believe and be baptized," 
implies a mental development capable 
of belief beyond that which infants 
possess. Tbe original pretext for in- 
troducing infant baptism was set forth 
by St. Augustine, who urged that as 
all mankind were going to eternal tor- 
ture except the Church, it was neces- 
sary to get infants into tbe Church; 
and baptism was set forth as tbe 
door-way. All parents, of course, were 
anxious that tbeir children should be 
immersed Into tbe Church and saved 
from eternal torture. And those good 
wishes were certainly commendable, 
even if unnecessary. 


Subsequently immersion was declar- 


ed to be unnecessary and sprinkling 
became its substitute with all. Tbe 
thought of preservation from eternal 
torment thereafter attached to tbe 
sprinkling. Although our minds have 
broadened, so that comparatively few 
believe St. Augustine's presentation, 
nevertheless tbe custom of infant 
sprinkling continues with more or less 
of fear to abandon it for the child's 
sake. 


Who will dispute that St. Paul's 


words of Romans vi, 3-5, are the clear- 
est presentation of tbe import of. bap- 
tism furnished us in tbe Bible! Tbe 
passage is cited in pro^f of every the- 
ory of baptism, yet it supports only 
one—the true one. Xotice that it does 
not say. as many suppose, So many of 
us as were baptized into Jesus Christ 
were baptized into icater. It doe* say, 
"So many of us as were baptized into 
-Tesus Christ were baptized into his 
death." 
Is there not a difference? 


That difference is the explanation of 
all of our difiiculty on this subject. 
The clearing of it away furnishes the 
foundation for harmony between all; 
and not mereij for harmony, but for 
nnion amongst all classes of consecrat- 
ed Christians. 


Consider 
the 
passage 
critically. 


First, immersion iuto Christ signifies 
to the justified believer his immersion 
into, his burial into, tbe Body of 
Christ as a member of "the Church 
which is his Body" (Ephesians i. 22. 
23). 
The Apostle sets forth clearly a 


distinction between the Church and 
the world aad between the salvation 
of the Church and the salvation of the 
world. The Church are ''the elect" 
of the Lord, called and chosen; and 
if faithful, they will be members of 
the glorious Church beyond the veil. 
It, as the Bride of Christ, will be bis 
companion and Queen during the Mil- 
leunial reign of glory for the blessing 
of tbe world—for the blessing of tbe 
non-elect, considered last Sunday. 


St. Paul not only tells us of our 


need to be thus immersed into mem- 
bership in tbe Body of Christ, but he 
proceeds to tell us how that member- 
ship can be brought about 
The 


words. -'Baptism into his death'' ex- 
plain the matter. How strange that 
we ever thought these words signified 
water immersion! Our eyes are now 
opened! Plainly, now. we see that 
'Into his death" signifies onr partici- 
pation with our Lord Jesns in suf- 
fering for righteousness, in self-de- 
nials, self-sacriSeings of tbe same 
character as those endured by the 
Master. It is true indeed that the 
whole world suffers pain, sorrow, dis- 
appointment, etc.; yet our Lord suf- 
fered differently from all others, sfid 
onr dying must correspond to his. He 
suffered, the Jnst for the unjust The 
holy, harmless, nndefiled One laid 


; down his life sacrificially. voluntarily, 
joyfully.

His baptism dated from bis 
consecration at Jorduu. but it was not 
fully "accomptiMkef until on the cross 
be cried. "It Is finished"—his baptism 
into death was finished. Was not this 
baptism into death what he referred 
to when speaking to his disciples? 
James and John requested that they 
might sit on his right hand and left 
hand in the Kingdom. In reply Jesus 
said. "Are ye able to be baptized with 
the baptism that I an: baptized with':" 
Surely he did not refer to a water.im- 
mersion! Surely he did refer to his 
baptism into death, and meant his 
apostles to understand that oniy by 
sharing in his baptism into dVath could 
they hope to sit with him in his 
Throne (Mark z. 37>.

tural view of baptism before our minds 
which of us would be inclined to dis- 
pute orer the form of the symbol or in 
respect to the class of persons who 
should properly use the symbol?
